I e being deſirous to gibe all due Encouragement to ſuch Seamen 
Dur Ships of War in Our Royal Navy, have thought fit by 
5 and with the Advice of Our P2ivy Council, to publiſh this Dur 
That all ſuch Seamen as ſhall Uoluntarily Enter themſelves 
3 Non 2Board any of Pur Ships of War, of the Firſt, Second, and 
SUE e ceive Sir Weeks Pay, as Our Fre Gift and Royal Bounty, 
AS Os A 725 S Whi Il ve * chem befoze the reſpective Ships to which they 
AGED further Declare, That no ſuch able Seamen that ſhall ſo Uolun- 
carily Enter themſelves within the time befoze mentioned on 
Ships. And We do hereby Command and Require the ſaid Seamen to Repair on Board 
the reſpective Ships on which they ſhall ſo Enter themſelves, and give their Conſtant At⸗ 
alſo Gzaciouſly pleaſed to Declare, That Conduc-Money, accozding to the Pzactice of the 
Navy, ſhall likewiſe be Allowed to ſuch able Seamen as ſhall Uoluntarily Enter them⸗ 
clamation. And koz the pzevention of any Deceits and Abuſes that may happen by any Per- 
ſon oz Perſons leaving the Ships to which they belong, and Entring him oꝛ themſelves on 
ty⸗Money herein befoze Gzanted, Wie do hereby likewiſe Direct, Declare, and Command, 
That ſuch Seamen, belonging to any of Our Ships oz Ueſſels whatſocver, as (hall leave 
of Pur Ships, in Oꝛder to the Obtaining of the ſaid Bounty-Money , ſhall not only loſe 
the Wages due to them in the Ship, which they ſhall ſo leave, but ſhall alſo be ſeverely 
Given at Our Court at Whitehall, the One and twentieth Day of December, 169 1. In the Third 
Year of Our Reign.
